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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the Year Ended 30th September, 1956 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 
Gentlemen : 

In 1956 for the sixth consecutive year, a new attendance record was 
established at the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede when 521,271 persons 
passed through the gates during the six days from July 9th to 14th. Daily 
records were broken by a wide margin on each of the first four days, 
although inclement weather and a smaller turn-out of children for the 
Friday morning program cut into the attendance on the last two days. 
These figures would indicate that the continued efforts of your Board to 
improve our operations and to present something new each year are meet¬ 
ing with the approval of our patrons. 

OFFICIAL OPENING AND PRESENTATION OF TROPHIES : — 
The Exhibition and Stampede was officially opened on Monday evening by 
his Excellency The Right Honourable Vincent Massey, C.H. The opening 
ceremonies were last performed by Canada’s Governor General just ten 
years ago when Viscount Alexander of Tunis honoured us in this manner. 
The trophies were presented Saturday evening by Clem Gardner, a veteran 
cattle man and Stampede supporter, who in 1952 was presented by the 
Exhibition Board with a scroll which proclaimed him to be “The contestant 
at the 1912 Stampede, who in the intervening years has contributed most 
to the growth and development of the Exhibition and Stampede.” 

PARADE AND MORNING STREET ENTERTAINMENT : — The 
Stampede Parade once again moved at a brisk pace and with a minimum 
of delays. Your Parade Committee by stationing two Marshalls in each 
block throughout the parade route with full power to act, seems to have 
conquered the problem of lengthy breaks in the parade, which is probably 
the greatest obstacle to be faced in the organization of any parade. Ex¬ 
cellent bands from various parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan, British Co¬ 
lumbia, and the state of Idaho, again participated in the parade, and your 
committee and management intends to explore the possibility of bringing 
an even larger number of outstanding bands to Calgary for this event. 

Once again from Tuesday through Friday the Indians, the bands, the 
square dancers, and the chuckwagons combined to present the down-town 
morning street entertainment that is unique to Calgary and the Stampede. 

STAMPEDE : — No less than 551 entries were received for the ten 
Stampede events, the largest entry in many years, and one of the largest 
of all time. Even though most of the top contestants from the United 
Sta' es were in attendance, the Canadian cowboys had one of their very best 
years and accounted for all but one of the major events. 

RACING : — The popularity of horse racing in Alberta continued its 
spectacular rise and pari-mutuel play for the 28 days racing in Calgary 
exceeded four million dollars for the first time. 

ATTRACTIONS, MIDWAY, CONCESSIONS AND FIREWORKS : — 
A satisfactory platform show was provided by the Ernie Young Agency of 
Chicago and Royal American Shows once again brought the greatest mid- 
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way on the North American Continent to Calgary. The midway gross was 
slightly less than in 1955, although higher than that achieved any other 
year. The fireworks displays were again provided by the T. W. Hand 
Company of Cooksville, Ontario. 

ATTRACTIONS IN CORRAL STAMPEDE WEEK : — In order to 
increase still further the variety of entertainment offered during the week of 
the Exhibition and Stampede, your board authorized the presentation of 
professional wrestling in the Stampede Corral on Monday and Tuesday 
evenings and an outstanding Western Jamboree the last four days. The 
wrestling featured world championship bouts in the men’s and in the 
women’s divisions, and the Western Jamboree brought to Calgary a number 
of the top stars of Grand Ole Opry. Both types of entertainment drew 
satisfactory crowds. 

EXHIBITS : — “ The Big Teepee ” was again located between the 
Bessborough and Willingdon buildings, and served successfully as a stop 
gap to compensate for our lack of good indoor space for exhibits. 

Live stock entries received for the Exhibition totalled more than 1,600 
for the second consecutive year, but increased stabling facilities in the new 
Agriculture Building which was still under construction at that time, greatly 
relieved the extreme congestion which prevailed in the live stock area in 
1955. The featured national Aberdeen-Angus show jointly sponsored by the 
Alberta Aberdeen-Angus Association and the Calgary Exhibition and Stam¬ 
pede, was most successful, with entries in this breed increasing by 75% 
and including two American herds, and a large consignment from Mani¬ 
toba. Your live stock committee is giving serious consideration to a recom¬ 
mendation that one breed be specially featured at the Exhibition each year, 
and in 1957 Herefords will be given particular attention, commencing with 
the National Hereford Congress which will be held in the Stampede Corral 
the week prior to the Exhibition. 

JUNIOR AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES : — Once again the three 
major projects of the Junior Agricultural Activities Committee were the 
Junior Farmers’ Dairy Calf Classes at the Exhibition, the Thematic Dis¬ 
play Competition, also held at the time of the Exhibition, and the 4-H Beef 
Calf Club Show and Sale in August. All of these events were larger than 
in 1955, with no less than 11 4-H Beef Calf Clubs competing in the two- 
day August Show. The substantial reserve fund which has been accumu¬ 
lated for our Junior work from our share of the annual Kinsmen Car 
Award, and the excellent facilities now available in the Agriculture Build¬ 
ing, will permit the committee to give its serious consideration to immediate 
expansion of our work in this field. 

FRIDAY MORNING LIVE STOCK REVIEW AND CHILDREN’S 
PROGRAM : — The number of children in attendance at the Friday Morn¬ 
ing program was somewhat smaller than in recent years, but it is of the 
opinion of your management and of your Friday Morning committee that 
the decrease was a temporary one, and that this feature of the Exhibition 
and Stampede will came back stronger than ever in 1957. 

SATURDAY MORNING ROUND-UP : — The second annual Saturday 
Morning Round-up must be termed an outstanding success. The crowd 
of 10,000 was more than double that of last year, and the euthusiastic 
response accorded to the program has entrenched it firmly as an annual 
feature of the Stampede. The consolation chuckwagon race provided the 
quota of thrills associated with this great event, and the well rounded 
program included, among other features, the North American Cutting Horse 
Championship and International Sheep Dog Trials. Those who came early 
were provided with free flapjacks and bacon by the Downtown Attractions 
Committee. 

INDIANS: — In street parades, on the race track, and in the pic¬ 
turesque setting of their own teepees, the Indians who come to the Stam¬ 
pede each year from the Stony, Sarcee and Blackfoot reservations provide a 
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colorful feature which is not duplicated in any other city. We are sincerely 
appreciative of the co-operation we received from the members of these 
three tribes. 

MEXICAN VILLAGE : — During the course of the never ending search 
authorized by your Board for new features suitable for presentation at the 
Exhibition and Stampede, your General Manager visited the Los Angeles 
County Fair in Pomona, California, and was impressed with the Mexican 
Village which had in the course of several years become an extremely 
important part of that great fair. Further investigation and negotiations 
over a period of several months resulted in an arrangement to present in 
Calgary a fine troupe of Mexican entertainers, a group of master craftsmen, 
and a large and varied assortment of merchandise and food, all authen¬ 
tically Mexican. The complete project was under the direction of Mr. 
Alfonso LaBrada, the man who has developed and still manages the 
original Mexican Village at the fair in Pomona, and was presented in an 
80' x 200' tent brought in from California for this purpose along with the 
large exhibits tent. The high level of interest in this feature is evidenced 
by the fact that more than 56,000 persons paid .25c each for admission to 
the tent during the six days of the Exhibition and Stampede. Lack of 
experience by the operators in this new type of venture in merchandising 
kept the project from being the financial success it might otherwise have 
been, but it is the opinion of your Board that the effort involved in pre¬ 
sentation of a completely different attraction was well worth while. 

STAMPEDE ACCOMMODATION BUREAU : — The Stampede Ac¬ 
commodation Bureau, efficiently operated in our behalf by the Canadian 
Rockies Tourist Association, was again successful in finding good accom¬ 
modation in private homes for thousands of Stampede visitors. One 
hundred and sixty of these took the trouble to complete and return the 
cards that were handed to them, and the overwhelming majority once again 
expressed themselves as satisfied with their accommodation. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that these cards came back from persons in 8 provinces and 
22 states, as well as from Pakistan, New Zealand and various points in 
Europe. 

PARKING, TRAFFIC, AND GATES : — Your management feels that 
operation of the four specially constructed cash registers installed this 
year at the 4th Street East automobile entrance was entirely satisfactory, 
and that these machines will pay for themselves in a comparatively short 
space of time. They do not impede the flow of traffic, and there is a 
substantial saving in labor costs. We feel that the handling of parking 
and traffic on the grounds has reached a high level of efficiency, and we 
should like to express the regret of the Board at the departure from Cal¬ 
gary of Doctor Ross Upton who for several years has been an able assistant 
to Gordon McGachie, Chairman of the Parking and Traffic Committee. 

All persons parking cars on the grounds during Exhibition week are 
handed cards which inform them as to which area their cars are in, and 
they are invited to later return these cards with any remarks they may 
care to make about the show. These remarks for the most part are in¬ 
teresting and constructive, and we should like to list a few which recur 
most frequently or which we feel may be of particular interest : 

1. More seating required in grandstand area. 

2. Roof needed over East and West grandstands. 

3. Air conditioning needed in Exhibits Buildings. 

4. Objection to midway noise as heard in grandstand. 

5. Race judges stand should be moved. 

6. Too much calf roping and steer decorating. 

7. Request for more and better trailer parks. 

8. Stampede should be extended for extra days. 
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ASSOCIATED ACTIVITIES : — Attendance at the various events 
other than the Exhibition and Stampede held on the grounds during the 
year ended September 30th, was somewhat smaller than last year, even 
though the total was again in excess of 1,000,000. Comparative figures are

We do not feel that the year was less active than the previous one 
because most of the difference in attendance is shown in the Sundry cate¬ 
gory, and is accounted for by the absence of Motorama, the Clyde Beatty 
Circus, and a series of religious meetings which were held on the grounds 
in 1955, all of which drew large crowds. 

The Stampede Corral was opened to the Public on no less than 269 
occasion during the year. In comparing the operations of this building with 
similar ones surveyed by The Billboard it is gratifying to learn that the 
Corral compares most favorably with the largest Coliseums or Arenas in 
North America in respect to days of use per year, variety of events arranged 
and relationship of revenue to operating cost. 

The Stampeder Hockey Club enjoyed another successful season in the 
Western Hockey League finishing the league schedule in second place, and 
defeating Edmonton Flyers in the first play-off round only to lose the finals 
of the Prairie section of the league to Winnipeg Warriors, the team which 
eventually went on to win the Edinburgh Trophy. The consistent success 
of the Stampeders in recent years must be attributed in a large degree 
to the experienced and skillful planning of your Hockey Committee Chair¬ 
man, John W. Moyer. The Calgary Hockey Commission which was form¬ 
ed last year to promote more wide-spread interest and activity in junior 
and juvenile hockey on a strictly amateur level, has made great strides in 
its efforts to provide facilities and to encourage more youngsters to play 
the game. The Stampede Corral will again be made available to 
the juniors the equivalent of two nights a week throughout the season 
and we are pleased that the commission should have named as its President, 
Frank Currie, Coach and Manager of the Stampeders for the past three 
years. These added responsibilities have made it necessary that assistance 
be provided for Mr. Currie, and he has therefore been relieved of his duties 
as Coach of the Club and has been named Hockey Manager for the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede. Lee Fogolin, who comes to Calgary direct from 
the Chicago Black Hawks, has been named playing Coach. 

Curling enjoyed its most successful year to date in the Arena Rink, 
and our facilities were taxed beyond capacity throughout the season. The 
Pavilion was again utilized steadily for a variety of purposes, and the 
newly installed air-conditioning system will add to the enjoyment of patrons 
of that building. 

The Calgary Spring Bull Sale and the other live stock shows and 
sales sponsored by the Alberta Live Stock Associations and operated by 
the staff of the Exhibition and Stampede all met with a good measure of 
success. 

Operation of the Calgary Horse Show was taken over by the Company 
this year at the request of the Alberta Horse Breeders’ Association, and 
was moved to the Stampede Corral with the intention of building this event 
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into one of the finest Horse Shows on the North American continent. The 
show was streamlined to avoid late night sessions, entertainment features 
and popular new classes were added, prize money was increased substan¬ 
tially, the Corral was attactively decorated for the occasion and some of 
the seats were converted to boxes. An agreement was reached with the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce which resulted in production of an extremely 
fine Horse Show Program, and a Horse Show Manager from Vancouver 
was engaged to ensure smooth operation of the event. Preliminary judging 
and most afternoon classes were held in the arena, and a selection of the 
most crowd-pleasing classes were presented in the Corral. The reception 
accorded by the public to this sort of a Horse Show was most gratifying 
with the result that the operation showed only a very small loss even after 
taking into consideration substantial sums spent for items such as new 
jumps which should last for many years. Total expenditures were almost 
double those of previous Calgary Horse Shows. It is the opinion of your 
Board and your Horse Show Committee that this event has great pos¬ 
sibilities and that every effort should be made to develop it into one of 
Calgary’s outstanding attractions. Your Board also assumed this year 
operation of Calgary’s Annual Spring Horse Sale and this event also was 
successful and showed a small profit. 

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS : — Our major building project during 
the past year has of course been the new Agriculture Building which was 
officially opened by the Rt. Honourable James G. Gardiner on September 27. 
This multi-purpose building was designed to serve the citizens of Calgary 
and the Agricultural community in as many ways as possible, and in the 
variety of the uses to which it may be put, it compares most favourably 
with any similar building on the North American Continent. In his remarks 
at the time of the opening ceremonies, Mr. Gardiner pointed out that the 
financial assistance extended by the Canadian Government for this building 
was the first grant for capital purposes received by the Calgary Exhibition 
and Stampede since 1908, and that the Exhibition plant had been built 
largely out of proceeds from the Stampede which was in itself an agricul¬ 
tural exhibit. He congratulated the Board on the fine way in which his 
Government’s contribution had been spent. 

Other improvements undertaken during the year include a further 
extension of our paving program, and the installation of a primary electric 
light and power meter which permits us to fill our power requirements at a 
wholesale rate. Although the responsibility which we must now assume 
for service of our lighting plant will affect our labor costs, the net saving 
will still be considerable. 

It is our understanding that the balance of the old Power House and 
the City Stores building will soon be turned over to us by the City of 
Calgary. The City has also agreed to extend our lease of the grounds 
to a period of 50 vears in order to assist us in the planning and financing 
of our future building program. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS : — It is now our pleasure to extend our 
most sincere thanks to the many individuals and organizations without 
whose staunch support the success of our operations could not have been 
achieved. It is obviously impossible to mention here more than a few of 
these persons and groups, but special acknowledgment must be made of the 
co-operation received from the representatives of Press, Radio and Televi¬ 
sion, the Mayor and Aldermen, officials and employees of the City of 
Calgarv, Dominion and Provincial Government officials, our directors and 
associate directors, Committee Chairmen and Committee Members, the 
donors of trophies and prizes, the Members of the Southern Alberta Pioneers 
and Old-timers’ Association, the Red Cross and the St. John Ambulance 
Association, our exhibitors, contestants and judges,, and the members of 
our staff.

The Bond issue against the Corral has been reduced to $140,000.00, 
payable first of October, 1957. Against this we have on hand in bonds 
$75,000.00 and have charged to this year’s operations $25,000.00 as an 
additional reserve. 

The reserve for Junior Agricultural Activities now stands at $30,038.58, 
after deducting the funds used for Junior purposes last year and adding 
the sum received from the Kinsmen’s Club Car Award at the show. 

We have spent on the property this year for the Agriculture Building, 
restaurant and office, $837,591.05 and for other capital improvements 
$76,367.57. In earlier years we had provided $83,585.00 for these purposes 
and we received this year from the Dominion Government a grant of 
$200,000.00 and from the Provincial Government a grant of $100,000.00 to¬ 
wards the agriculture building. These improvements will serve the needs of 
agriculture for many years to come, but they have been charged to this 
year’s operations and result in our having spent $241,281.00 more than we 
took in. 

While I made some mention of it last year, I think it is worthwhile to 
repeat that this is the only show on this continent that provides for all its 
capital expansion out of earnings. In the last ten years the Calgary Ex¬ 
hibition and Stampede has spent more than $3,000,000.00 on these grounds 
for capital purposes outside of maintenance charges altogether. The Corral 
and the Agriculture Building of course, are conspicuous results, but it is 
of some interest to know that in addition to those two fine structures, more 
than $1,000,000.00 has been spent on other useful but less obvious capital 
improvements. 

Outside of the grants received this year, all of those capital expendi¬ 
tures have been paid for by money earned by the Association out of the 
activities it carries on on these grounds. Moreover, as a result of the 
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activities on these grounds there was paid to Governments this year more 
than $200,000.00 in taxes. 

Uncontrollable increases in costs and limits on new sources of income 
may place earnings in a position where these fine achievements cannot be 
continued at this pace. The need for added facilities to serve the growing 
demands must be met before the money can be earned to pay for them. If 
we are to serve our people adequately we may therefore very well be forced 
to look for financial contributions from taxing bodies which have some 
constitutional obligation to provide facilities and services of the type 
furnished by this organization.

We have completed our audit of the books of account of your Company 
for the year ended 30th September, 1956, and submit herewith the following 
statements which we have verified with the books : 

1. Balance sheet as at 30th September, 1956. 

2. Statement of revenue and expenditure for the year ended 30th 

September, 1956. 

The operations for the year under review show an amount of $241,281.20 
of excess expenditure over revenue, which amount is to be recovered from 
future years’ operations and the $40,000.00 surplus established in prior 
years. 

Capital expenditures have been made during the year for the new 
Agricultural Building and other additions and improvements to the parking 
facilities, Fort Calgary House and the Company’s plant totalling $913,958.62. 

Grants in the amount of $300,000.00 were made by Governments in 
respect of the Agricultural Building. In prior years a reserve in the sum 
of $83,585.16 was created to provide for major improvements and this has 
been used to reduce the charge to the current year’s operations to the 
amount shown in the statement of revenue and expenditure of $530,373.46. 

Other provisions have been made for the 1957 bond principal of 
$25,000,00 and for Junior Agricultural Activities in the sum of $12,337.37. 

With the exception of the Corral, which is shown on the balance sheet 
at cost, all other plant, buildings, equipment and improvements made 
throughout the year and used by the Company are carried in the accounts 
at a nominal value of $500.00. 

CERTIFICATE 

We have examined the balance sheet of the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede Limited as at 30th September, 1956, and the statement of revenue 
and expenditure for the year ended on that date and have obtained all the 
information and explanations we have required. Our examination included 
a general review of the accounting procedures and such tests of accounting 
records and other supporting evidence as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances.
